Paris, February 22.—Virtually 
nothing has been heard of former 
Premier Clemenceau _ since his de-_ 
parture for Cairo for a Vacation, 
and it is only now that accounts 
of his voyage are beginning to reach 
Paris from his fellow passengers 
aboard the Lotus, 

The correspondent of Le Journal 
records that Monsieur Clemenceau 
was seen but little except at meal 
time. He went to bed early and 
on waking in the morning per- 
formed his customary gymnastics 
with the ald of apparatus which 
had been attached to his cabin 
ceiling. \ 

“That Will Be Funny.” 

When the ship's wireless picked 
up Premier Millerand’s declaration 
that he Intend to continue the 
Clemenceau policy with regard to 
tussia, Monsieur Clemenceau mur- 


mured: “That will be funny.” As

“Among the rules is the follow- 
ing: ‘Each candidate for the demo-, 
cratic momination for president 
shall file with the secretary of the 
state democratic executive commit- 
tee notice of his candidacy by noon, 
April 1, 1920. The name of any 
Gemocrat, qualified for the presi- 
dency of the United States, may be 
placed upon the ballot to be used 
in said presidential primary pro- 
vided one hundred or moré: fegis- 
tered white democrats, qualified to 
vote in said primary, shall petition 
the state democratic executive com. 
mittee, through its geecretary, to 
have his name thus placéd, sala 
petition to be filed with the secre- 
tary of the state democratic ¢xecu- 
tive committee by .noon, April J, 
1920."

Grip in America, 
Says Dr. Newton 


Pastors Leaving Pulpits 
Because of Empty 
Benches — Buying and 
Selling Churches Grow- 
ing Business. 


New York, February 22.—"The 
decline of religion” in the United 
States was discussed by Rev. Joseph 
Fort Newton in a sermon today at 
the Church of the Divine Paternity, 
in which he declared that “20 ber 
cent of the pastors who were with | 
us before the War have resigned to 
enter other occupations.” Dr. New- 
ton recently returned to America, 
after resigning the pastorate of the 
city temple in London, 

“Of the 110,000,000 people in the 
United States,” he added,’ “not more 
than 44,000,000 attend service in any 
religious denomination. Today there 
are 3,000,000 less children attending 
Sunday school than there were in 
the year before the war.” 

He added that “patriotic citizens 
could pot help feéling alarmed at 
the growth of indifference to the 
church” and that pastors* were 
“leaving their pulpits because they 
could not preach to empty benches,” 

“What is the reason?” he in- 
quired. “Is it bolshevism? ~You 
know what the bolshevists did to 
Russia. Are we coming to the same 
thing here?” ‘ 

“The other day.” he continued. .“a 
man came to me and asked if I 
wanted to sell my church. I s@id: 
‘Is that your business, buying 
churches” ‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘that is 
my regular business, buying and 
selling churches. How much do you’ 
want for yours?”

Washington, February 22.—Def- 
inite confirmation was obtained from 
authoritative sources here that the 
United States, under the interna- 
tional shipping agreement, restated 
to the senate by President Wilson, 
will have to pay into the’German 
reparation pool from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 for retention of the Ger- 
man ships seized in American har- 
bors at the outbreak of the war. 

According to best interpretation 
of the vital section 4 of the agree- 
ment signed by the president and 
Premier Lloyd-George in May, 1919, 
and laid before the senate in re- 
sponse to a resolution, the United 
States will be called upon to recom- 
pense the allies for approximately 
360,000 tons of shipping in the final 
settlement, which gives this coun- 
try complete title to the former 
German ships. From a source thor- 
oughly acquainted with the shipping 
arrangements by the United States 
and the allies and Germany subse- 
quent to the signing of the armistice, 
it was learned that valuation of the 
360,000 tons, which constitutes the 
excess held by the United States 
over American shipping less claims, 
will be fixed by the reparations con 
mission, 

Caused Uproar in Senate. 

At the extremely low valuation of 
$55 per ton placed on the véssels by 
a navy board of appraisal before the 
American government used them as 
transports, the cost to the United

the advance in shipping values, the 
tonnage price probably will be set 
at a figure much higher than $55. 
Despite President Wilson’s post- 
‘script to the agreement, which in- 
formed the British premier that he 
was without power to bind the 
United States in an arrangement 
which would entail the payment of.

Senator Bran- 
degee declared that he could not un- 
derstand why. the president had 
taken the position originally that 
the agreement should be held invio- 
late until after the ratification of 
the peace treaty. 

In the debate which ensued, Sen- 
ator Lenroot, republican, of Wiscon- 
sin, asserted that congress could 
never countenance an appropriation 
of millions to be paid into the repa- 
rations pool as the price ofAmerica’s 
retention of the ships. ee 

The Agreement Explained. 

According to the explanation of the 
Wilson-Lloyd-George agreement ob- 
tained today, the decision to divide 
the German tonnage among the al- 
lies on the basis of shipping losses 
was arrived at in the following 
manner: 

The allied and American war ship- 
ping loss totaled approximately 
10,000,000 tons. Germany, at the 
Signing of the armistice, was found 
to have about 5,000,000 tons of ship- 


ping to satisfy American and allied 
‘claims for these losses.

Letter of Cardinal 
Gibbons Read Sunday 
In Catholic Churches 


Expressing his belief that’ the 
“eood sense of our people” will 
solve the labor problem that stands 
today as one of the country’s per- 
plexities, Cardinal Gibbons address- 
ed a pastoral letter to 101 Catholic 
bishops of the United States, which 
was read in the churches of Atlan- 
ta and other American cities yes- 
terday. 

In this letter Cardinal Gibbons 
called upon the Catholic women to 
be moderate in dress and other 
forms of display. and to “curb the 
craze for pleasure.” He declared 
that at present the “prescriptions 
of plain decency and even the 
slightest restraints of convention 
are too often disregarded.” 

Cardinal Gibbons declared that 
the right to earn a living wage by 
the laboring people is 
recognized, and he also made 
Plain that capital has also its 
rights, among which are a “fair 
day’s work.” The great churchman 
expressed his entire belief that the 
intelligence of the American people 
would find a solution for the labor 
question.

Origin 

Rotary was born February 23, 1905. Four Chicago 
men, one a lawyer, one a mining operator, the third a coal 
dealer, and the fourth a tailor, decided on that day to 
organize a club. These men, drawn together through 
mutual acquaintance, proposed a series of meetings at 
their respective places of business. 


The circle soon was enlarged by representatives from other 
lines of business so that within a year a membership of fifty 
was reached. 


As the time came for each to act the host, he gave a dis- 
course on his own business so that his guests might learn 
something worth while regarding it, and thus broaden 
their own knowledge concerning various businesses outside 
their own. 


Growth 


In 1908, San Francisco, having learned of the 
Chicago Rotary Club, patterned one after it. This was 
in turn rapidly followed by others. Eventually, the 
National Board of Commissioners, a delegate body 
representing fourteen clubs, arranged the first National 
Convention. This was held in August, 1910, at Chicago. 
At that time the term “National Association of Rotary 
Clubs” was adopted, but a few years later was changed 
to. “International’’ in recognition of a Canadian club 


re xesented and an application for membership from a 


clu \which had been organized in London. 


Rotary is now established in the British Isles, in South 
America, Cuba, Hawaii, the Philippines, China and India. 


All clubs seeking membership are carefully surveyed to 
insure proper caliber of personnel and adequate repre- 
sentation of sufficient lines of business to justify member- 
ship in the International Association. 


The name “ Rotary” was selected early in the life of the 
Chicago Club and was suggested by the early meetings 
which were held in ‘‘rotation’’ at the various members’

ECOGNIZING the commercial basis of 
modern life as a necessary incident in 
human evolution, the Rotary Club is or- 

ganized to express that proper relation between 
private interests and the fusion of private in- 
terests which constitutes society. 


To accomplish this purpose more effectively 
the principle of limited membership has been 
adopted, the Rotary Club consisting of one 
representative from each distinct line of busi- 
ness or profession. Each member is benefited 
by contact with representative men engaged in 
different occupations and is enabled thereby to 
meet more intelligently the responsibilities of 
civic and business life. 


The basis of club membership insures the 
representation of all interests and the dom- 
ination of none in the consideration of public 
questions relating to business. On account of 
its limited membership the Rotary Club does 
not constitute itself the voice of the entire 
community on questions of general impor- 
tance, but its action on such questions is of 
great influence in advancing the civic and busi- 
ness welfare of the community. 


The Rotary Club demands fair dealings, honest 
methods, and high standards in business. No 
obligation, actual or implied, to influence 
business exists in Rotary. Election to mem- 
bership therein is an expression of confidence 
of the club in the member elected, and of its 
good will towards him. As his business is an 
expression of himself, he is expected actively 
to represent it. } 

Membership in the Rotary Club is a privilege 
and an opportunity and its responsibility de- 
mands honest and efficient service and thought- 
fulness for one’s fellows. Service is the basis 
of all business.

would be paid out of the earnings 
of the first prosperous year, before 
payment were made on the 
common stock. If, on the other 
hand, the preferred stock were non- 
cumulative, the passed due divi- 
dends would not be made up, and 
the distribution of profits would be 
made to both common and preferred 
stockholders without regard for the 
omitted dividends. 

Some preferred stock does not 
carry with it any ‘voting power, the 
theory in such cases being that in- 
asmuch as the holders of common 
stock are carrving nearly all the 
risk of the business, the direction of 
its affairs should be reserved to 
them. If. however, their conduct 
of the business is inefficient and 
does not result in a period of years 
in any profits for division, then, in 
many cases, the preferred stock- 
holders have the right to step in 
and vote their shares, and so secure 
a voice in the control of the cor- 
poration. 

Normal Features, 

These are the normal and funda- 
mental features of preferred stock 
as opposed to common stock. Varia- 
tions are dictated by special cir- 
cumstances. It sometimes happens, 
as we have seen, that there are 
two or more elasses of preferred 
stock. In this event, the holders of 
Class A would take precedence over 
Class B, as well as over the holders 
ef common stock in the distribu- 
tion of profits. Class B would have 
usual: preference over the own- 
ers of common stock. 

Another provision, sometimes 
found in the case of railroad issues, 
is that when the earnings are more 
than enough to provide a @ividend 
payment on common stock at a cer- 
tain rate, fixed in advance, then the 
surplus shall be shared between 
both classes of owners. Finally, 
the provision is frequently made, 
particularly when it is expected 
that the business will be profitable, 
that preferred stock shall be re- 
deemable by the issuing corpora- 
tion at a figure agreed upon at the 
time of its issue. 

This fi@ure may be par, though it 
is usually above that figure. With 
the preferred stock redeemed, the 
whole earnings may go back into 
the business as surplus or be paid 
out to the common stockholders as 
dividends.
